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AZALEAS AND RHODODENDRONS 


NOTE: The term “Azalea”, once a scientific name, now is merely a common name for one type of rhododendron. 
The scientific meaning of “Rhododendron” covers all types of rhododendrons, including azaleas. But 
“Rhododendron” also has a common, non-scientific meaning, which excludes Azaleas.

RHODODENDRON AND AZALEA CULTURAL TIPS 


Plant 12-16 inch plants of cold hardy varieties in the early spring about half as deeply as you think you 
should. Cover the rootball in a raised fashion with oak leaf compost, pine needles, or fine pine bark 
mulch. Water these newly planted rhododendrons or azaleas during the summer dry period. 
Rhododendron and evergreen azaleas need half shade. Deciduous azaleas need full sun. Give plants a 
drench using a watering pail with a mixture of Miracid fertilizer and Isotox for lacebug and mite 
control about May 15 in the late afternoon. Prune plants after they bloom to suit yourself. Make 
azalea cuttings for new plants around July 4 and rhododendron cuttings in October.
